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Kissinger Reports ‘Some Progress’ 
In Russian Nuclear Weapons Talk

of State Henry Kissinger says 
he has made “some progress” 


in 
talks with Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko on a 
new treaty limiting strategic 
nuclear weapons.

morning at the Soviet embassy 
in the Austrian capital, winding 


up two days of talks on a 
nuclear arm s pact. 
“The discussion 
was 
con­ 
structive and was conducted in 


a friendly atm osphere,” Kiss­ 
inger said Monday night after 
five hours of negotiations with 
Gromyko at the Im perial Hotel.

Japanese Prime Minister 
Near Death From Stroke

Japanese Prim e Minister Eisa- 
ku Sato lay unconscious and 
near death today atop a quilt- 
covered straw mat in a Tokyo 
Geisha 
restaurant 
where he 
was felled by a stroke while 
attending a meeting of business 
leaders. 
Sato, 74-year-old statesm an 
who helped transform postwar 
Japan into an economic giant 
and then won the Nobel Peace 
Prize in 1974, was reported too 
critically ill to be removed to a 
hospital.

past

improvised bed in the tradition­ 
al

restaurant in 
downtown Tokyo where Sato 
collapsed Monday ujght. 
Sato’s personal physician, Dr. 
Yasushi Ueda of Jikei Univeisi- 
ty hospital, said th at S a to ’s 
condition was critical and had 
worsened. He said Sato’s blood 
pressure had dropped, and that 
his pulse had increased from 
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80-90 Monday night to 100-106 
this morning 
His wife, Hiroko, and his son, 
Shinji, were at his side. 
In addition to Miki, visitors 
included Sato’s successor, for­ 
mer Prem ier Kakuei Tanaka, 
who stepped down in 1974 after 
being accused of corruption 


Sato’s elder brother, Nobu- 
suke 
Kishi, 
prim e 
minister 
from 1957 to 1960, also cam e to 
the restaurant. 


Sato served as prim e m inis­ 
ter and president of Jap an ’s 
ruling 
L iberal 
D em ocratic 
party from 1964 to 1972 during 
the nation’s em ergence as one 
of the world’s m ajor economic 
powers. 


He negotiated the 1972 return 
of Okinawa to Japanese rule. 


The ex-prime m inister re­ 
ceived the Nobel Peace Prize 
last year in recognition for his 
policy of pursuing peace in 
Asia 


A 
strong 
anti-communist, 
Sato aligned Japan with the 
United States. For m any years 
he fended off domestic pressure 
for diplomatic relations with 
China. 


Sato's political position was 
badly 
undermined 
in 
the 
summ er 
of 
1971 
when 
the 
United States opened a dialogue 
with China without consulting 
Japan. 


Sato resigned the next year, 


but rem ained in parliam ent as 
a representative of his native 
province of Yamaguchi at the 
southern tip of Jap an ’s main 
island of Honshu.

Says Gunboat Crew 


Defects To Thailand 


BANGKOK 
(U PI) 
- The 
crew of a Cam bodian gunboat 
believed to have been involved 
in 
the seizure 
of 
the 
US 
merchant ship Mayaguez has 
defected to Thailand, govern 
ment sources said today. 
The sources said the gunboat 
arrived last week at Sattahip, 
IOO miles south of Bangkok, 
dropped anchor off the Gulf of 
Thailand port and the crew 
asked for asylum . 
The crew told officials in a 
Thai hording party that the 
ship had taken part in the 
capture of the Mayaguez May 
12 near Koh Tang, an island off 
the Cambodian coast. 


One governm ent source said 
the Cambodian vessel was later 
moved to a Thai navy base at 
Sattahip, the port serving the 
U S.-run U Tapao Air Base

said 
Thailand, anxious to maintain 
good relations with the new 
Communist leaders 
in Cam 
bodia, was unsure what to do 
about the defection 


U.S. officials refused com ­ 
ment. 
The Washington Post said the 
crew threw the captain over­ 
board before sailing to Thailand 
and pledged allegiance to the 
form er Cambodian government. 
The new spaper said the Thai 
governm ent, in an attempt to 
avoid acknowledging the in­ 
cident, painted over the Cam 
bodian m arkings on the ship 
and hung a Thai flag from the 
m ast. 
The new spaper said reports 
of the mutiny started arriving 
in W ashington Friday, two days 
after U S. Marines retrieved 
the ship 
and

which had been captured by

W ash, thinks the President is 
ta lk in g one way and a c tin g 
another. 
Their latest squabble is over 
the President’s proposal to lift 
federal price controls on oil and 
its p ro ducts, so that h ig h er 
prices discourage Am ericans 
from using so much and higher 
profits spur industry to find 
new energy supplies. 
Federal Energy Administra 
tor Frank G. Zarb said Monday 
the plan is going ahead because 
“the nation cannot afford to 
wait indefinitely for the Con 
gress to enact a decontrol plan 
of its own.” 
In a statem ent he subm itted 
to a Senate Interior Committee 
hearing, Zarb said, “Congress 
has m ade little progress 
in 
either developing a com prehen­ 
sive energy program or provid­ 
ing 
the 
President 
with 
the 
authority he needs to im ple­ 
m ent his comprehensive energy 
program ” 
Ford plans a “gradual two- 
year 
phaseout,” 
Zarb 
said, 
spread out over two years. 
“ By spreading the relatively 
sm all, five-cent to six-cent per- 
gallon price increase over a 25 
m onth period ... its im pact 
upon the consumer would not 
be unduly burdensome, when 
com pared to its benefits,” Zarb 
said

The U. S. Environm ental Protection Agency said 
Monday it notified the company that its G ary, Ind., 
plant is emitting too much sulfur dioxide and particulate 
matter. 
The E P A issued a 30-day violation notice to the G ary 
plant, which means the company has a month to clean 
up the pollution sources.

Capitol 
Commentary 


Governor Otis R. Bowen 


■ There s a post-Watergate school 
of thought which maintains that no 
public official can afford to be 
against a proposal dealing with 
ethics — no matter how bad it is. 
That theory likely will be put to 


the test. The legislature sent me a 
very bad ethics bill. I vetoed it. I 
believe that governors should veto 
very bad pieces of legislation. 
My administration has sought 


and achieved higher ethical stand­ 
ards for state officials. The effort 
is a continuing one. Therefore, I 
don’t think that action on a particu­ 
lar bill is a correct test of our phi­ 
losophy. 
The measure I vetoed would 


have extended the requirements of 
a previous ethics law to cover liter­ 
ally thousands of state and local of­ 
ficials, many of them who serve on 
state and local boards without 
compensation or with very limited 
compensation. 
They would be required to file 


substantial amounts of personal in­ 
formation. 
First of all, the State Ethics Com­ 
mission doesn't have the staff or the 
funding to undertake these respon­ 
sibilities. This makes the whole pro­ 
cedure questionable at best. 


More important, I believe that 


there are serious questions about 
the potential benefits of disclosure 
by thousands of people of rather 
limited governmental responsi­ 
bility. The potential infringement 
upon their private life must be 
weighed against any perceived 
public benefits. 
Besides, there are numerous ex­ 
isting laws which prescribe their 
conduct as public officials. 
I see nothing wrong with setting 


meaningful standards for public of­ 
ficials, even those who serve on a 
voluntary basis. But I don’t think 
that we should saddle them with 
requirements of doubtful benefit. 
One of the results of adopting the 
latter course could be a reluctance 
on the part of many to serve. 
I am asking the Ethics Commis­ 
sion and the Governor's Commis­ 
sion on Individual Privacy to evalu­ 
ate this issue — particularly the 
application of standards to local of­ 
ficials — and to determine if there 
is a better way to approach the 
matter. 
We should set high standards for 


the conduct of public officials. This 
bill was not a forward step.

Lindbergh, Lone Eagle, 
‘Managed’His Own Death 


CHICAGO (U P I) — Charles 
Lindbergh spent the last days 
of his life in a rem ote cottage 
near Hana, M aui, in Hawaii, 
planning his own sim ple burial. 
He 
re je c te d 
th e 
m ed ical 
paraphenalia that m ight have 
prolonged his life artificially. 
In the cu rren t issue of the 
Journal 
of 
the 
Am erican 
Medical A ssociation, Dr. Milton 
Howell, 
a 
doctor 
in 
Hana, 
re p o rte d on how th e fam ed 
Lone E agle m ethodically han­ 
dled his own death and m ade it 
into a constructive act. 
During a preoperative exam i­ 
nation in 1972, w hen he was 70, 
Lindbergh 
learned 
he 
had 
lym phom a, 
a 
fatal 
disease. 
Through 
radiation 
therapy, 
Lindbergh w as still 
able to 
travel extensively, as far as the 
Philippines 
to 
prom ote 
the 
preservation of the monkey- 
eating eagle and to study the 
stone-age T assad ay tribe on 
M indanao. 
Periodically 
Lindberg 
re ­ 
turned to “his beloved Kipahulu 
Valley” on M aui to help clear a 
neglected g rav e y ard beside a 
picturesque 
church 
built 
by 
Yankee m issionaries. He m ade 
the legal arran g m e n ts for his 
b u rial and s e le c te d his own 
grave site. 
The progress of the disease 
hospitalized L indbergh for se­ 
veral m onths. F inally in August 
1974, he telephoned H ana from 
New York. 
“This is C harles L indbergh,” 
he 
said. 
“ I 
have 
had 
a 
c o n fe re n ce w ith m y d o c to rs, 
and they advise m e that I have 
only a short tim e to live. Please 
find me a cottage or a cabin 
near the village. I am com ing 
hom e to M aui.” 
He m ade the 5,000-mile trip in 
a litter and spent his last eight 
days in a cabin overlooking the 
sea with two nurses, his fam ily 
and Howell. 
The Maui doctor w rote: 
“ He was elated for the first 
few days. 
His 
ap petite 
im ­ 
proved. His fluid intake was 
adequate. T here w ere regular 
morning conferences with the 
ranch superintendent to give 
instructions and receive reports, 
on 
the 
p rogress 
of 
the 
construction of his g rav e and I 


the 
building 
of 
his 
sim ple 
coffin. He planned his funeral 
service along with his fam ily 
and 
requested 
that 
people 
attend in their work clothes. 


“ His days w ere full. There 
was tim e for rem iniscing, tim e 
for discussion and tim e for 
laughter. As his lungs filled, he 
required oxygen from tim e to 
tim e, and codeine, 15 mg as 
necessary.

ACTION NECESSARY! 
The Mayaguez Incident has come to a close. As stated in 
the News, the merchant ship Mayaguex and its crew have 
been rescued. The U.S. Marine units committed have all 
withdrawn from the island of Koh Tang. With marine 
casualties, the question is whether the United States’ 
action was correct? We believe that answer is an 
unequivocal YES! 


The News believes that President Gerald Ford’s action 
was necessary. The issue was clear cut—an unprovoked 
foreign power had captured an unarmed United States- 
civilian ship. U.S. diplomatic efforts and threats of 
military intervention had been ignored. The sinking of 
Cambodian gunboats had not impressed the newly formed 
Cambodian government that the United States meant 
business. The immediate release of the Mayaguez’s crew 
remained doubtful. 


m e only answer was military intervention. The 
military goal was to obtain the release of the crew and the 
ship. The action taken was such to insure the success of 
that military mission. That goal has been achieved. 


This action, we hope, will show the world, our allies, and 
the Cambodian government, in particular, that the United 
States will not tolerate acts of piracy against its citizens 
or ships. It shows that the United States has not with­ 
drawn so far into its cocoon of isolationism that it will not 
respond militarily regardless of the provocation. 


It should also show, that when the United States is 
provoked, it will act as the super power that it is and will 
use the necessary military force to win. Lastly, it should 
show the Congress and the American citizens the 
President needs the latitude to commit troops on a short 
term basis, if necessary, to prevent acts of aggression 
without prior congressional consent. 


The difference between this incident and Vietnam 
should be crystal clear. Here the issue of intervention was 
clear cut. There was no other alternative. In Vietnam the 
cause crf the war, the reason for United States intervention 
and the subsequent military assistance were never 
clearly defined. The military action on Koh Tang was 
decisive, while in Vietnam, the United States fought the 
Communists on their terms by waging a holding or in­ 
terdiction action. In Vietnam we never used our military 
superiority to obtain a military victory. 


With the fall of Vietnam, feelings of shame, relief or 
indifference 
have 
resulted. 
Accusations 
and 
recriminations continue. But with successful action on 
Koh Tang, possible a re-emergence of our national pride 
and unity will result.

Cook of Plymouth. 
The Democrat businessman 
served in his first session as a 
part of the majority, but voted 
independently. Cook first sought 
the seat vacated by a former 
legislator who had moved up to 
the Governor’s chair, only to 
loose to Jam es L. Drews of 
by some 2,300 votes. Returning 
in the next election, he made 
Drews a one-term member, 
winning by some 500 votes 
Cook is a furniture store 
owner with 12 years experience 
on the County Council, which he 
considers invaluable for any 
legislator. Involved with County 
Government, he was forced to 
work within confines of laws 
enacted by the state legislature. 
Becoming a staunch advocate 
of home rule and control on the 
local level, he ran for the law 
m aking 
body. 
Democrats 
favored repeal of the local- 
option tax, a key part of the 
property tax relief package 
Cook had voted for local option 
as a member of the Marshall 
County 
Council, 
and 
represented Starke County 
which also had a local option 
tax, and refused to change his 
stand as a member of the House 
majority. 
He 
told 
m e: 
‘‘County 
government is growing into big 
business with responsibility for 
the road system , increased 
concern for law enforcement, 
and other problems. Yet they 
must operate under old laws 
which 
require the County 
Commissioner to be in the office 
every day and only pay from 
$2,000 to $4,000 per year. They 
can’t survive at that kind of 
salary, and counties would run 
better with more full time 
government.”

inaugurated a new system , 
installing a WAT^elephone line 
which was staffed for use of 
m em bers.

bargaining bill, but voted to 
sustain the Governor’s veto 
after passage. He told me: 
‘Again, it gets back to local 
control. Even though I was co­ 
sponsor of the bill in the House, 
it was amended in the Senate 
until I could no longer support 
the proposal. They 
inserted 
outside arbitrators with results 
to be binding on all parties. We 
have gotten along very well with 
the Mayor and City Council 
working with the local police 
firemen, and can have a voice 
by voting them out of office.” 
He believes police and fire 
representatives must find a way 
to reform pension plans before 


the state should step in with 
funding assistance. He favors a 
plan similar to that used by the 
armed forces, with 
smaller 
pensions for 20 year retirement 
than for remaining 30 years on 
the force, combined with an age 
limit. He said: “I am not in 
favor of state subsidy without

China To Compete 
In 1976 Olympics

LAUSANNE, 
Switzerland 
(UPI) — China’s readmission 
to the Olympic movement may 
be postponed until early next 
year but will come in time for 
Chinese athletes to compete in 
the M ontreal Games in July 
1976, according to members of 
the Internation Olympic Com­ 
m ittee. 
The IOC opens its 76th annual 
session today with the China 
question pushed into the wings 
by the crisis surrounding the 
Montreal gam es. But many IOC 
m em bers looked relieved when 
told that work was resuming on 
the Olympic complex following 
a construction w orkers’ strike. 
The Chinese have shown they 
are keen to reappear as soon as 
possible in Olympic sports and 
their application to rejoin had 
beem tim ed so that the four- 
day session could re-elect them. 
China walked out of the IOC 
in 
1954 when 
then-President 
Avery 
Brundage 
announced 
that Taiwan 
would also be 
recognized. Taiwan is still an 
IOC m em ber. 
But IOC m em bers pointed out

• Good equipment and care­ 
ful planning are as essential to 
the success of cooking o u t­ 
doors as they are to cooling 
indoors, say home economists 
for Charmglow Products. Forks, 
knives and spatulas used over 
an open grill should be long- 
handled with a wooden grip 
and sturdy enough to use with 
the heaviest pieces of meat or 
fowl. Serving plates should stand 
on a nearby cart or table so 
that the chef will not have to 
perform a precarious balancin 
act while a plate is found. I 
carving is to be done, have a 
work surface cleared and ready. 
When using a charcoal grill, 
it is wise to have fire ex­ 
tinguishing equipm ent on hand 
as a 
precautionary measure. 
With outdoor gas or electric 
model grills, the same care used 
in the kitchen will suffice.
